Judge Charles Field has just en­ 
tered upon his ninety-second year, 
says an Athol, Mass., letter. 
In addi­ 
tion to the nonors that hav e come to 
him from a long life of good citizen­ 
ship he wears the distinction of being 
the oldest judge on any Massachusetts 
bench in point of years of age. There 
may be others who hav e serv ed long­ 
er, for his appointment was but twen­ 
ty-two years ago, but that a man of 
91 years sits daily on the bench is a 
tribute to his excellent training and 
still more to his excellent health and 
constitution. 
Two or three times a 
week he has to make a judicial trip 
to Gardner, and return, a matter of 
thirty-four miles. 
Judge Field is a rare type of the 
old fashioned gentleman and lawyer. 
Common sense, humanity and an ap­ 
preciation of the frailties of human 
hature enrich his purely technical and 
professional abilities. 
Judge Field was a republican pres­ 
idential elector in 1860, when Chief 
Justice Chapman and John G. Whit­ 
tier were two of his distinguished as­ 
sociates.

The year 1884 brought him the ap­ 
pointment of judge of the First dis­ 
trict court of Northern Worcester. 
He married in 1856, Miss Caroline 
E. Alden, of Greenwich, lineal de­ 
scendant of John Alden, of Plymouth.

“San Francisco Is freer from con­ 
tagious diseases now than in any oth­ 
er time in its history." 
This was the statement made by j 
Dr. James W. Ward, president of the 
board of health. 
“We hav e fewer cases now than I 
can remember, 
and the remarkable 
thing is that they are on the decrease 
all the time. 
The number of cases 
has fallen off 75 per cent since the 
earthquake. The expectation that the 
city would be a pest house after the 
earthquake has not been realized, and 
instead of any such condition we hav e 
an example of health unparalleled."— 
San Francisco Chronicle. 


On the other hand, the existing law 
which prov ides that a wife may ob­ 
tain a div orce for ill treatment would 
be abolished under the proposed re­ 
forms, so that a husband, presuma­ 
bly, could beat his wife persistently 
without the wife being able to get a 
div orce. 
The most striking suggestion, how­ 
ev er, is that a div orce should be grant­ 
ed without any apparent reason, pro­ 
v ided that both parties make a formal 
legal request for div orce and persist 
in this request for a period of two 
years. 
In all such cases, howev er, 
two years must elapse before the de­ 
cree is made absolute. 
The reformers go so far as to pro­ 
pose that after 
this 
probationary 
period of two years a div orce may be 
granted 
without any specific reason 
on 
the application of either one of 
the parties, ev en should the other 
party be opposed to the decree. 
Needless to say, these proposals are 
the subject of much criticism, 
be­ 
cause under such a law no marriage 
would be absolutely binding for a 
longer period than two years.

Caught in the very act, it 
was called upo n to answer fo r its 
iniquity.

Patrick Peyton, a man hov ering close 
to the mark of four-score years, but 
with a form as straight as an ar­ 
row, and with the spring of youth in 
bis ev ery mov ement, sa ys. the Den 
v er, Colo., Republican. 
William Patrick Peyton is hurry­ 
ing back to his Kansas farm and to 
the aged wife that impatiently awaits 
his coming, after performing the most' 
most disagreeable duty of his long} 
life. 
He deliv ered his son, his only 
boy, into the hands of the United 
States authorities as a deserter from 
the army. 
The boy is now confined 
in the barracks at Fort Logan, whith­ 
er he was taken by his own father. 
The story is a simple one, but it 
shows the rev erences that exists in 
the heart of that aged Kansas farmer 
for the Stars and Stripes. 
It is a 
story worth repeating ov er and ov er 
again. 
It is a splendid story to tell

the wage loss to mineworkers during 
the suspension of work, from 
April 1

miners* 
union, 
amounted to more than $12,000,000. 
The total anthracite shipments in 
April, 1905, were 5,278,041 tons; and 
for May, 1905, 6,500,158 tons. 
Esti­ 
mated on this basis the tonnage from 
April 1 to May 15, 1906, would hav e 
been more than 8,000,000,000 tons. 
The av erage amount paid in wages 
of labor per ton of production in the 
anthracite field is $1.55, showing a 
loss of at least $12,400,000 sustained 
by the wage earners. 
The $1.55 per ton does not include 
the salaries of superintendents, office 
men, or any other wage item beyond 
the amount paid to the actual workers 
in the mine and breaker. 
During the period of idleness the 
men receiv ed no 
allowances 
from

Co ., o f Kansas City , was 
fo und wading in Flat creek a few min­ 
utes befo re last midnight, attired o n­ 
ly in his drawers, and was bro ught 
to this city and co mmitted to the 
co unty jail at 1 o ’clo ck this mo rning 
pending a further inv estigatio n o f his 
case. 
Parso ns say s he came here last 
Saturday fro m Warrensburg, where 
he had sto pped at the Estes ho tel Fri­ 
day night. On arriv al here he regis 
tered at the Antlers ho tel. He wo re 
a suit o f clo thes that must hav e co st

Window Shade Holder. 
The majority of window-shade hold^ 
crs are oonstructed on the same prin­ 
ciples, the only 
difference being In 
small minor details that do not ma­ 
terially affect 
their 
operation. 
In 
fact, no matter what kind of shade 
is used, a suitable holder can always 
be readily purchased. An Ohio man 
has devised an entirely now idea In 
shade holders. His holder has quite 
a few advantages in that it can he 
changed to fit any ordinary window 
frame without destroying future us* 
fulness in case of change of residence 
with change in size of window frame. 
The body of this holder is made of 
a bar divided in the center, the tww 
parts being adjustably attached to a 
grooved hinge by means of 
thumb­ 
screws passed through slots in the 
hinge plates. 
On one side of the 
slots are projecting teeth or a rough­ 
ened surface to prevent the bar fro m 
slipping by undue pressure. On the 
ends of the bars are pivoted metal 
heads, having 
roughened 
surfaces» 
which bear against the window frame 
when the holder is in place. Project­ 
ing from the ends of the bars are ad­ 
justable journals, to hold the 
roller and are held in place and 
ulated by thumbscrews. 
To put the 
holder in place in the window frames 
the bars are first adjusted so as to 
tighten it in the window frame. Then 
the heads are placed in the corners 
of the frame by holding the bars with 
both hands. By pressing upward the 
holder is immediately sprung firmly 
In place. Next the journal bearings 
for the shade roller are adjusted t fit 
the roller without having to cut it off 
or in any m&ner marring the roller 


Glass More Costly Than Gold. 
The value of glass may far exceed 
that of gold when mhde up into mi­ 
croscopic objectives. 
The front lens 
of a micro-objective (costing about 
£ 1) does not weigh more than abost 
0:0017 gramme (which weight of gold 
is worth about ftd.), and so the value 
of a kilogram of such lenses would he 
about £ 600,000. The cost of the raw 
material for making this weight ef 
glass is from 2%d. to 4d., and thus, 
when worked up into the shape of a 
lens, the glass has been increased In 
value about 50,000,000 times. 
Such 
disparity between the cost of the raw 
material and the manufactured article 
is probably a record in industrial teehr 
n ic s.—London Telegraph.
